2. ERADICATION STATISTICS FOR THE 31ST WEEK OF 1978 COM- 
PARED WITH THOSE FOR THE SAME PERIOD IN 1977 SHOW 89 POPPY 
FIELDS COVERING 1.595 HECTARES DESTROYED IN 1978 AS COM- 
PARED TO 157 POPPY FIELDS COVERING 4.356 HECTARES DESTROYED 
DURING 1977. FIGURES FOR 1978 SHOW AN APPROXIMATE 50 PER- 
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CENT DECREASE IN THE NUMBER OF FIELDS DESTROYED AND AN AP- 
PROXIMATE 65 PERCENT DECREASE IN THE NUMBER OF HECTARES 
DESTROYED COMPARED TO 1977 FIGURES. THE TREND OF SMALLER 
SIZE FIELDS CONTINUES. THE MAJORITY OF POPPY ERADICATION 
ACTIVITY TOOK PLACE IN ZONE II, CHILPANCINGO, GUERRERO. 

3. FIELD OPERATIONS: THE JOINT EVALUATION TEAM COMMENCED 
ROTARY WING FLIGHT OPERATIONS ON THE MORNING OF AUGUST 7, 

IN THE CENTRAL AREA OF ZONE 07 IN THE STATE OF CHIHUAHUA. 

A TOTAL OF NINE SECTORS WERE FLOWN DURING THE REPORTING 
PERIOD WITH TEAM SCHEDULED TO DEPLOY TO THE SOUTHEAST TO 
RECON THE SUSPECTED AREAS ALONG THE GULF COAST SIDE AND 
SWING BACK TO THE WEST TO COMMENCE A RECON SWEEP MOVING IN 
THERLY DIRECTION OVER THE TRADITIONAL POPPY GROWING 
AREAS. THE TEAM IS SCHEDULED TO BE IN THE ZONE 06 AREA BY 
END OF THE MONTH IN ORDER TO DEVOTE MAJOR PORTION OF TIME 
AND EFFORT TO THE NORTHWESTERN AREA (CHIHUAHUA, DURANGO AND 
SINALOA.) THUS FAR. A TOTAL OF TEN MARIHUANA FIELDS HAVE 
BEEN DETECTED WITH NO POPPY FIELDS SIGHTED AS YET. THE DEA 
ANALYST ARRIVED IN MEXICO CITY ON AUGUST 7, WENT THROUGH A 
TWO DAY ORIENTATION AND BRIEFING SESSION AND JOINED THE 
EVALUATION TEAM IN MADERA, CHIHUAHUA ON THE MORNING OF 
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AUGUST 10. FIELD REPORTS REVEAL THAT CHIEF PILOT ASSIGNED 
TO PROVIDE AVIATION SUPPORT HAS EXPLICIT ORDERS FROM AG 
EXECUTIVE OFFICER TO CALL FOR SPRAY SHIP STRIKES IMMEDIATELY 
AFTER ILLICIT FIELDS ARE DETECTED AND REPORTED. 

4. AVIATION OPERATIONS: DURING THE PAST TWO WEEKS THE 
OFFICE OF THE AG REQUESTED A TOTAL OF NINE PILOTS TO SUBMIT 
THEIR RESIGNATIONS AS A RESULT OF INVESTIGATIONS RELATED TO 
MISAPPROPRIATION OF SEIZED PROPERTY WHICH ALLEGEDLY OCCURRED 
TWO YEARS AGO. SIX OF THE NINE PILOTS ARE HIGHLY QUALIFIED 
MODEL 212 SPRAY PILOTS INCLUDING THE 212 INSTRUCTOR PILOT 
(PARTIDA) AND THE 206 SPRAY INSTRUCTOR PILOT (SOLA). 
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DURING A MEETING ON THE EVENING OF AUGUST 7. EXECUTIVE OF- 
FICER BAEZA NOTIFIED THE ASSISTANCE ATTACHE THE AG MADE 
THE DECISION TO REQUEST THEIR RESIGNATIONS IMMEDIATELY AL- 
THOUGH BAEZA RECOMMENDED PROSECUTION. BAEZA INDICATED THE 
AG BASED HIS DECISION ON THE CURRENT POLITICAL SITUATION AS 
IT RELATES TO THE AG'S OFFICE EVER EXPANDING, INTENSIVE IN- 
VESTIGATIONS OF CORRUPTION WITHIN THE GOVERNMENT AND DE- 
CENTRALIZED SECTORS. EMBASSY OFFICER PROPOSED TO BAEZA AN
